PORTAOEVIUJC— Bootheel 
codon growers are hoping for a 
longer growing seeoon as they 
make plans for 1977. 
Cool weather early in 
the 
season delayed fruiting three 
weeks this year and a freeze 
Oct It cut the season and the 
crop short It cost most growers 
hak a bale or more per acre, and 
some had fields that they didn’t 
put a picker in due to the freeze. 
No doubt the adverse season 
will cause a reduction in cotton 
in some parts of the Bootbeel, as 
some will go to more grain 
crops. The southern two or three 
counties, where most of the area 
cotton is grown, are likely to 
have a normal acreage of cot­ 
ton, as year in and year out, 
cotton has competed with other 
crops. This is also the case along 
the Sikeston ridge. 
The success of the cotton crop 
in Missouri depends a great deal 
on the kind of start growers get 
in the spring. Bootbeel growers 


can’t afford to let the crop be 
retarded by diseases, insects or 
weeds. Not much can be done 
about the weather, but cotton 
has a better chance to get off to 
an early start if high quality 
seed is planted, in-the-furrow 
fungicides are used and early 
season insects like thrips are 
controlled. 
Cotton was delayed in fruiting 
this past season and with the 
early front we tried to make 
a crop in 120 days instead of the 
normal ISO days.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Milk 
production this year is expected 
to total about 119.8 «billion 
pounds, up 3.7 per cent from 
1975 for the sharpest year-to- 
year gain since 1953, an Agri­ 
culture Department dairy econ­ 
omist says. 
But unlike some previous 
years of milk production in­ 
creases, consumer demand for 
dairy products has also risen so 
that prices paid to farmers also 
have been up. 
Charles N. Shaw of the de­ 
partment’s Economic Research 
Service today warned, however, 
that, “market conditions have 
weakened and the potential for 
surplus" milk in 1977 is large. 
Last year milk output was 
115.5 billion pounds, about the 
level it held to in 1973 and 1974. 
During those times, milk prices 


failed to keep pace with spiral- 
ing feed costs and pther ex­ 
penses, forcing many dairy 
fanners to trim their herds se­ 
verely. 
With the huge 1975 grain 
crops and some easing of feed 
costs, dairy farmers stepped up 
production. Shaw said that the 
momentum will carry over at 
least into the early months of 
1977. 
His remaries were in a speech 
prepared for USDA’s annual 
outlook conference. 
“One of the more dramatic 
developments in 1976 was a 
substantial expansion in the de­ 
mand 
for dairy products," 
Shaw said. “Despite the much 
higher retail prices, total dairy 
sales (including fluid milk, but­ 
ter and cheese) this year could 
be up two per cent from last 


year and a record high." 
Looking ahead, Shaw said 
that what happens after the 
first few months of 1977 will de­ 
pend to a large degree on 
prices of feed, cull dairy cows 
and the general economy.

Milk production expected 
to have sharp increase 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Milk 
production this year is expected 
to 
total 
about 
119.8 .billion 
pounds, up 3.7 per cent from 
1975 for the sharpest year-to- 
year gain since 1953, an Agri­ 
culture Department dairy econ­ 
omist says. 
But unlike some previous 
years of milk production in­ 
creases, consumer demand for 
dairy products has also risen so 
that prices paid to farmers also 
have been up. 
Charles N. Shaw of the de­ 
partment’s Economic Research 
Service today warned, however, 
that, "market conditions have 
weakened and the potential for 
surplus” milk in 1977 is large. 
Last year milk output was 
115.5 billion pounds, about the 
level it held to in 1973 and 1974. 
During those times, milk prices 


failed to keep pace with spiral- 
ing feed costs and pther ex­ 
penses, 
forcing many dairy 
farmers to trim their herds se­ 
verely. 
With the huge 1975 grain 
crops and some easing of feed 
costs, dairy farmers stepped up 
production. Shaw said that the 
momentum will carry over at 
least into the early months of 
1977. 
His remarks were in a speech 
prepared for USDA’s annual 
outlook conference. 
“One of the more dramatic 
developments in 1976 was a 
substantial expansion in the de­ 
mand 
for 
dairy 
products,” 
Shaw said. “Despite the much 
higher retail prices, total dairy 
sales (including fluid milk, but­ 
ter and cheese) this year could 
be up two per cent from last 


year and a record high,” 
Looking ahead, Shaw said 
that what happens after the 
first few months of 1977 will de­ 
pend to a large degree on 
prices of feed, cull dairy cows 
and the general economy. 
“The greatest uncertainty is 
whether or not the expected 
lower milk prices and the re­ 
turn to surplus conditions in the 
dairy industry will substantially 
slow the increases in milk out­ 
put,” he said. 
“If dairymen continue heavy 
concentrate (grain) feeding and 
the declines in milk cow num­ 
bers stay very small, milk pro­ 
duction would post strong gains 
throughout 1977.” 
All factors considered, Shaw 
said, 1977 milk production is 
likely to go up another 1 to 2 
per cent next year.

Peace, we would say, is not quite at hand in Rhodesia. 
While a deadlock prevails in the Geneva negotiations on 
Rhodesia’s future, guerrilla activities within the country 
increase. And Secretary of State Kissinger protests to the 
Soviet ambassador over Russia’s continuing efforts to 
foment trouble and block any peaceful settlement. So the 
witch’s brew still bubbles. 
Nevertheless, we assume that one way or the other 
black rule is coming to Rhodesia. Prime Minister Smith 
and his government have agreed to it and it is now 
recognized by a Hearties as inevitable. 
It is the process through which this takes place that is 
still crucial, not only from Rhodesia’s standpoint but 
equally in areas beyond that country. Mr. Smith and his 
colleagues claim — and this has not been challenged — 
that they received certain assurances from Dr. Kissinger 
regarding the terms and conditions of the transition to 
black rule. It was a package of proposals which the 
Rhodesians were told had the advance approval of at 
least the responsible African leaders. In securing 
Smith’s capitulation to these proposals, Kissinger told 
him that no further demands would be made upon him. 
Now, of course, the blacks have totally rejected the 
Kissinger framework. This would have provided for a 
two year transition to a black government, the cessation 
of guerrilla war and sanctions against Rhodesia; and, 
most importantly, it would leave the ministries of 
defense and interior in white hands during the transition. 
Otherwise, there will almost surely be a breakdown of 
law and order as the rival black factions struggle among 
themselves for mastery of the new state. 
So the vital question now is whether the U.S. will honor 
its commitment to Smith and stand by its own proposals. 
If it does not, and simply brings new pressure on the 
whites to agree to anything the blacks demand, then two 
serious consequences are likely to occur. 
First, Rhodesia itself will rapidly dissolve into chaos 
and civil war. Second, the usefulness of the U.S. as a 
mediator in other racial problems will be fatally com­ 
promised. 
We refer here to South Africa especially. This is a 
ticking bomb which may soon burst upon the world with 
terrible force. Rightly or wrongly, South Africa cast its 
lot with U.S. policy in helping to bring joint pressure on 
the Rhodesian whites to accept Kissinger’s formula. If 
we now betray our own assurances to the Rhodesians, 
South Africans are unlikely to put any trust in us when 
their own moment of truth arrives. With nuclear 
weapons at their disposal, the world might then discover 
to its horror what happens when the desperate 
Afrikaaners find themselves forced to the wall.

Carter Must Defuse Panama Time Bomb

W A SH IN G T O N 
-- T h e 
Panam a Canal is a time bomb 
set to explode next year. Unless 
Jim m y Carter can find a way to 
defuse it, the canal controversy 
could erupt into a crisis of inter­ 
national proportions. 
Here are the ingredients 
which make the Panam a Canal 
a dangerous, ticking time bomb: 
- Intelligence reports warn 
that Panam a's military dictator, 
Omar Tornjos, must produce a 
satisfactory settlement next year 
or risk being swept out of office 
by a left-wing rebellion. The 
issue is charged with emotion 
among Panamanians. The best 
estimate is that no government 
could survive that doesn’t regain 
control of the canal within a 
reasonable period. 
— There is another dark cloud 
on the horizon. A small check, 
d raw n on a P a n a m a n ia n 
government agency, has just 
bounced. The government had 
been juggling funds, it turned 
out, from one account to another. 
Bankers tell us this is a symptom 
of an approaching financial 
crisis. At the first sign of 
dom estic trouble, d ictato rs 
fiabitually try to divert public at­ 


tention by seeking a whipping 
boy. Torrijos is expected to res­ 
pond to any crisis at home by 
using the canal issue to whip up 
the passion s of the people 
against the United States. 
— Latin American leaders 
have alerted Carter’s advisers 
that all of Latin America will 
unite behind Panama on the 
canal question. The P anam a 
Canal has become a symbol, 
they said, of U.S. colonialism. An 
arbitrary, diehard stand by the 
United States, they warned, 
would fan anti-American senti- 
m e n t 
t h r o u g h o u t 
t h e 
hemisphere. 
— At the sam e time, Ronald 
Reagan's campaign rhetoric on 
the Panama Canal has m ade it 
an emotional issue in this coun­ 
try. Many conservative con­ 
gressmen are ready to wave the 
flag on Capitol Hill in behalf of 
continued U.S. occupation of the 
canal zone. 
This could lead to an emo­ 
tional showdown over the 
Panam a Canal that could put a 
severe strain on U.S. ties with its 
Latin American neighbors. 
Footnote: To add to Panam a's 
woes, cracks have appeared in 


the g i g a n t i c B a y a n a hy­ 
droelectric dam, which Panama 
is building with $42 million in 
World Bank funds. Outside ex­ 
perts have been called in to find 
a remedy. The dam is one of the 
bank’s proudest projects and is 
supposed to help lift Panam a out 
of poverty. In a private letter, the 
bank's Latin American program 
chief, Roberto Fernandes, has 
conceded that “sm all cracks 
have appeared." But he insists 
they are not dangerous.

Several of 
his henchmen and hatchetmen 
succeeded in entrenching them­ 
selves in the federal govern­ 
ment. 
Now a number of Repubicans 
from the Ford administration 
are looking for safe berths in the 
bureaucracy before they are dis­ 
possessed by the Democrats next 
January. 
The White House itself is help­ 
ing to plant some of President 
Ford’s campaign aides on the 
civil service rolls. A White House 
official explained that they had 
left the protection of civil service 
to work for the president’s elec­ 


tion. 
“There’s not many of them," he 
told us. “It’s just a matter of so­ 
meone here putting in a call to a 
personnel director at an agency 
on behalf of a guy in need.’ 
Throughout the federal estab­ 
lishment, others are maneuver­ 
ing to protect themselves from 
the Democratic broom. The day 
before the election, for example, 
Dr. Walter A. Guntharp, ad­ 
mi n i s t r a t o r of the Ru r a l 
Development Service, submitted 
a reorganization plan. 
Insiders say he was playing it 
safe in case of a Jim my Carter 
triumph. The reorganization was 
carefully calculated, they say, to 
creat civil service positions for 
political refugees. 
Guntharp is also trying to put 
an old military crony on the 
payroll as an “expert consul­ 
tant.’’ The would-be consultant 
d r a f t e d a m e m o , whi c h 
Guntharp sifted , justifying the 
job. 
It’s an old familiar game, 
which has been played in the 
past by Republicans and Demo­ 
crats alike. But this time, the 
Senate Post Office and Civil Ser­ 
vice Committee will be watching 
for any logrolling that might 
violate civil service regulations. 
Sen. Lee Metcalf, D.-Mont., is 
also keeping an independent 
watch. 
Footnote: Guntharp insisted to 
us that his reorganization plan 
was not politically motivated but 
that it had been in the works for 
months. “This is as clean and as 
above board a s any reorganiza­ 
tion could be,” he said.

ATLANTA, Ga. - What’s new 
in Washington, D C., South? 
Labor organizers, that’s what’s 
new. They’ve come with the 
political wind. 
There are Operation Dixies 
centered all over this oft-tragic 
city which sealed one conflict 
election night and now appea.'s 
to be the headquarters for new 
conflicts 
on 
a 
wide-rolling 
unionization front. 
Action is flaring throughout the 
town like flames in “ Gone With 
the Wind’s” climactic scene. 
First textile and clothing union 
organizers. Then steel and auto 
union field men and women. And 
now the drive is on to unionize the 
police. 
Of all unlikely national unions 
it’s 
the 
Washington-based 
Communication 
Workers 
of 
America 
(CWA), 
whose 
president Glenn Watts has an 
eye on the big chair George 
Meany will eventually empty, 
which has the best inside line on 
organizing 
Atlanta's 
police 
bureau. It has more than 1,600 
uniformed officers and civilian 
employes. 
Most 
of 
CWA’s 
500,000 
members are female telephone 
operators 
Actually, the campaign to 
swing Atlanta's Fulton County 
Police Benevolent Assn. into the 
new United Police Assn. Local 1, 
UPA-CWA is a more basic story 
than the post-bellum political 
, and social euphoria here. 
There are two stories, in fact. 
First, there is the resurgence of 
the old civil rights coalition of 
black leaders and labor chiefs. 
Rightfully, 
they 
claim 
they 
elected Jimmy Carter. Atlanta’s 
38-year-old, 6-foot-3, 285-pound 
Mayor Maynard Jackson is one 
of the nation’s upsurging black 
leaders. He’s in tight with - and 
vice versa -- CWA official John 
Wreight. The latter, in turn, is 
chairm an 
of 
the 
city’s 
Metropolitan

Rapid 
Transit Authority and president 
of the Atlanta Labor Council 
(AFL-CIO). 
So the connection was made. A 
former PBA official contacted 
the telephone operators’ union 
chief.

They unleashed a campaign for

cards. In a few weeks they 
expect to have the big Southern 
police local in the fold. ThiS will 
be the CWA’s fifth or sixth 
Southern cops’ local.

(FOP), headquartered in Flint, 
Mich. No minor matter this.* 
This is a major coup. FOP has 
157,000 members, in some 980 
locals, many in th South. 
Since FOP is unaffiliated it 


could find a real haven hi the 
folds at CWA. This in turn would 
automatically move It into the 
AFL-CIO. 
With such a base, together 


they might sweep the South - 
especially the smaller cities. It 
would 
be merely electric- 
lighting the obvious to point out 
the

police departments to labor 
organizers now beginning to 
move into Southern areas where 
past 
hospitality 
hasn't been 
exactly 
enthusiastic 
Local 
police can help -- or hinder; can 
protect or disperse a mass 
meeting; can permit parking of 
organizers’ cars or tow them 
aw ay;

snowstorm of leaflets or prevent 
it. 
Locked into this development 
is the race for unionization of the 
nation's 600,000 police and other 
law enforcement officers such 
as sheriffs.

Peace, we would say, is not quite at hand in Rhodesia. 
While a deadlock prevails in the Geneva negotiations on 
Rhodesia’s future, guerrilla activities within the country 
increase. And Secretary of State Kissinger protests to the 
Soviet ambassador over Russia’s continuing efforts to 
foment trouble and block any peaceful settlement. So the 
witch’s brew still bubbles. 
Nevertheless, we assume that one way or the other 
black rule is coming to Rhodesia. Prime Minister Smith 
and his government have agreed to it and it is now 
recognized by all^arties as inevitable. 
It is the process through which this takes place that is 
still crucial, not only from Rhodesia's standpoint but 
equally in areas beyond that country. Mr. Smith and his 
colleagues claim — and this has not been challenged — 
that they received certain assurances from Dr. Kissinger 
regarding the terms and conditions of the transition to 
black rule. It was a package of proposals which the 
Rhodesians were told had the advance approval of at 
least the responsible African leaders. In securing 
Smith’s capitulation to these proposals, Kissinger told 
him that no further demands would be made upon him. 
Now, of course, the blacks have totally rejected the 
Kissinger framework. This would have provided for a 
two year transition to a black government, the cessation 
of guerrilla war and sanctions against Rhodesia; and, 
most importantly, it would leave the ministries of 
defense and interior in white hands during the transition. 
Otherwise, there will almost surely be a breakdown of 
law and order as the rival black factions struggle among 
themselves for mastery of the new state. 
So the vital question now is whether the U.S. will honor 
its commitment to Smith and stand by its own proposals. 
If it does not, and simply brings new pressure on the 
whites to agree to anything the blacks demand, then two 
serious consequences are likely to occur. 
First, Rhodesia itself will rapidly dissolve into chaos 
and civil war. Second, the usefulness of the U.S. as a 
mediator in other racial problems will be fatally com­ 
promised. 
We refer here to South Africa especially. This is a 
ticking bomb which may soon burst upon the world with 
terrible force. Rightly or wrongly, South Africa cast its 
lot with U.S. policy in helping to bring joint pressure on 
the Rhodesian whites to accept Kissinger’s formula. If 
we now betray our own assurances to the Rhodesians. 
South Africans are unlikely to put any trust in us when 
their own moment of truth arrives. With nuclear 
weapons at their disposal, the world might then discover 
to its horror what happens when the desperate 
Afrikaaners find themselves forced to the wall,

Ambivalence 
Dear Guilty Feelings: 
Your guilty feelings are possibly the result of ambivalent 
feelings toward your parents. You must feel frustrated, 
angry, disgusted and helpless regarding your father’s 
alcoholism, mother’s constant complaints and their un­ 
willingness to follow through consistently on your efforts to 
help them. As a good dutiful daughter, you believe you should 
only love and respect your parents, and your negative feelings 
produce your guilt. There may be additional guilt from 
concern that you are neglecting your husband, children, 
career and friends by spending so much time helping your 
parents. 
Let me assure you that such negative feelings are normal in 
your situation and do not mean you love your parents less. It is 
evident that you are a concerned, conscientious daughter who 
tried to help your parents with the appropriate resources 
(A.A. and Al-Anon). Your efforts were unsuccessful because 
they were not motivated for this help. You are NOT respon­ 
sible for their behavior and CANNOT force them to accept 
help. 
Continue to stress your concern and love for them. If your 
guilt feelings persist, a United Way family agency counselor 
could help you resolve these feelings and offer ways for a 
better relationship with your parents.

Dear Guilty Feelings: 
Alcoholism, one of the most serious social medical 
problems in the United States (with 9 million alcoholics who 
affect at least three or four other individuals, especially their 
family members), is one problem that almost every family 
confronts today. First, you should realize that the presence of 
an alcoholic in the family affects all members erf the family. 
The relatives of alcoholics can become as sick as the 
alcoholic. 
Given the fact that you are a "nervous wreck” because ofthe 
situation with your parents, I would strongly urge you to 
contact Al-Anon (314 ) 645-1572 and to become a member of 
this group. You will find in this organization other people who 
have faced the problem of alcoholism in the family. 
You must realize that your father, in the final analysis, 
must make the decision to do something about his alcoholism. 
Your mother also desperately needs to join Al-Anon to better 
understand her family situation. "Token visits” will not be 
sufficient. 
Your "play-acting” along with your mother’s that there is 
nothing wrong in the family only intensifies the problem. Your 
father’s alcoholism problem, from the experience that 
thousands of others have had with AA and Al-Anon, is not 
going to be resolved by your providing money and sympathy 
and invitations, which make you only part and parcel of re­ 
enforcing the alcoholism of your father. 
Your letter indicates that you are becoming “sick” , and, as 
hard as it is to say, what you are doing now in coping with this 
situation may result in your becoming a secondary casualty of 
your father’s alcoholism. I would advise you to immediately 
join A1 Anon so that you may resolve your own guilty feelings 
and obtain a better understanding of the disease process of 
alcoholism and what it does socially, psychologically, and 
physically to all individuals caught up in a situation such as 
yours. You must accept the fact that all the sympathy and 
money in the world is not going to change the family situation 
unless your mother and father themselves want to change 
their behavior.

You must feel frustrated, 
angry, disgusted and helpless regarding your father’s 
alcoholism, mother’s constant complaints and their un­ 
willingness to follow through consistently on your efforts to 
help them As a good dutiful daughter, you believe you should 
only love and respect your parents, and your negative feelings 
produce your guilt. There may be additional guilt from

Let me assure you that such negative feelings are normal in 
your situation and do not mean you love your parents less It is 
evident that you are a concerned, conscientious daughter who 
tried to help your parents with the appropriate resources 
(A A. and Al-Anon) Your efforts were unsuccessful because 
they were not motivated for this help.

Spa shapes up for research 


ZZYZX, Calif. (AP) - This 
abandoned 
desert 
town, 
in­ 
tended by its founder to be lit­ 
erally the last word in health 
spas, is getting a new lease on 
life as a research center. 
Zzyzx (pronounced Zye-zix) 
was built in 1944 on federal 
property near Soda Dry Lake 
in the Mojave Desert about 200 
miles east of Los Angeles by 
Curtis 
Howe Springer, 
who 
called himself the "last of the 
old-time medicine men ” 
With the help of workers 


from Los Angeles’ Skid Row, 
Springer built a two-story hotel 
called “The Castle,” groups of 
cottages, a community dining 
hall, a church, a printing plant, 
food production area, hot baths, 
shops and a swimming pool. 
He picked the odd name to 
make it the last word in the 
English language. It still ap­ 
pears on road signs pointing 
there from the Las Vegas, 
Nev., to Los Angeles highway. 
But Springer himself is gone 
— evicted in 1974 by federal 


marshals and sent to jail for 
several months after conviction 
for illegally using federal prop­ 
erty and false advertising of 
health food products he claimed 
would cure everything from 
sore toes to cancer. Springer, 
now 80, lives in Las Vegas. 
Now Zzyzx is being converted 
into an education and research

Old trunks are among the 
most desirable items being 
sought by the tag sale set, who 
have discovered their useful­ 
ness in solving storage prob­ 
lems. 
They are used at the foot of 
beds, in the nursery, and have 
even gone off to college dorms. 
Finding just the right trunk 
has become a real scavenger 
hunt as neighbors try to outdo 
one another in refinishing 
them. Until a few years ago, 
only the smaller, older trunks 
were being sought, especially 
for homes furnished in an­ 
tiques. But there just aren’t 
enough of the bridal variety 
around, so many women are re­ 
finishing the larger trunks to 
look old. One woman “dis­ 
tressed” a trunk for a beautiful 
look. It had so many gouges 
and dents, she had no alterna­ 
tive, die said. 
But gouges and dents can be 
filled up if you don’t mind 
spending a little time. Paint ex­ 
perts suggest big gouges or 
pores can be filled with paste 
wood that has been thinned to 
the consistency suggested by 
the manufacturer. The paste is 
brushed on and allowed to set 
until it loses its gloss. Then 
burlap or coarse sandpaper is 
wiped across it to distribute the 


using either pigmented oil stain 
or a combination stain sealer. 
Brush on the stain, a thin coat 
if you want a light stain, with 
average smooth strokes and let 
it penetrate into the wood. 
When the stain dries to a dull 
tone, wipe with a clean cloth. 
However, after cleaning the 
piece, the restorer may dis­ 
cover the wood isn’t all that 
great, and that’s where “dis­ 
tressing” the wood even further 
may make it look like an an­ 
tique piece.

Sylvaner is more modest. It 
is an attractive, light luncheon 
wine with a pale, green-gold 
color and a pleasant bouquet. 
Sylvaner has been described as 
the maid-of-all-work of Alsatian 
wines. Nicely tart, it is often 
served as the first wine at an 
Alsatian dinner, as a sort of 
buildup for the main wine of 
the evening which is usually 
Riesling. 
Gewurztraminer has been la­ 
beled the most individual white 
wine in France. Made from a 
small grape with a musky fla­ 
vor, this wine is generally dry 
like its two sisters. It has a 
high alcoholic content for an 
Alsatian wine, sometimes ap­ 
proaching 14 per cent. It is an 
excellent 
accompaniment 
to 
such highly spiced dishes as 
curry. It is also good with meat 
and cheeses. 
Hand in hand with Alsatian 
wine goes the cookery of this 
ancient French province bor­ 
dering on the Rhine. It has 
been said that the cooking of 
Alsace shows what a French 
artist can do with German 
ideas. Sauerkraut, for instance, 
becomes choucroute and takes 
on a gourmet quality. It took 
an Alsatian wine to help per­ 
form this bit of magic.

I don’t pretend to be any great 
shakes on the economy, but 
when I read that car loans are 
being extended to 48 months, a 
shiver went up and down my 
spine.

Old trunks are among the 
most desirable 
items being 
sought by the tag sale set, who 
have discovered their useful­ 
ness in solving storage prob­ 
lems. 
They are used at the foot of 
beds, in the nursery, and have 
even gone off to college dorms. 
Finding just the right trunk 
has become a real scavenger 
hunt as neighbors try to outdo 
one 
another 
in 
refinishing 
them. Until a few years ago, 
only the smaller, older trunks 
were being sought, especially 
for homes furnished in an­ 
tiques. But there just aren’t 
enough of the bridal variety 
around, so many women are re­ 
finishing the larger trunks to 
look old. One woman “dis­ 
tressed” a trunk for a beautiful 
look. It had so many gouges 
and dents, she had no alterna­ 
tive, she said. 
But gouges and dents can be 
filled up if you don’t mind 
spending a little time. Paint ex­ 
perts suggest big gouges or 
pores can be filled with paste 
wood that has been thinned to 
the consistency suggested by 
the manufacturer. The paste is 
brushed on and allowed to set 
until it loses its gloss. Then 
burlap or coarse sandpaper is 
wiped across it to distribute the 
paste into the grain. After dry­ 
ing it for 24 hours, it is sanded 
with medium paper — in the di­ 
rection of the grain — to re­ 
move excess filler. 
All straps, wooden knobs and 
other pieces of hardware should 
be removed from the trunk be­ 
fore it is refinished. It may be 
simpler to mask the hinges if 
the trunk is old. To get a trunk 
down to its bare wood surface 
use a coarse sandpaper in the 
direction of the wood grain. 
After that use a medium grade 
and then a fine grade sand­ 
paper. Remove all traces of 
sandpaper dust with a cloth or 
a vacuum brush 
If paint remover is used, put 
it on heavily and soak it for 
perhaps 30 minutes, the paint 
people suggest. If the bare 
wood doesn't begin to show, 
you may need another coat of 
the remover, which might be 
washed with lukewarm water 
after another 30 minutes. 
Some people like to stain the 
wood after a fine sanding. It 
should be applied with a lint 
free cloth or a bristle brush 
The stain is applied to the sides 
of the chest first, then the top, 
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using either pigmented oil stain 
or a combination stain sealer. 
Brush on the stain, a thin coat 
if you want a light stain, with 
average smooth strokes and let 
it penetrate into the wood. 
When the stain dries to a dull 
tone, wipe with a clean cloth. 
However, after cleaning the 
piece, th e restorer may dis­ 
cover the wood isn’t all that 
great, and that’s where “dis­ 
tressing” the wood even further 
may make it look like an an­ 
tique piece. Worm holes done 
with an ice pick, and hitting the 
wood in certain places with a 
bunch of keys or an old chain, 
are among the methods some 
people use. 
While distressing old furni­ 
ture is usually an involved 
process, it can be made a 
simple process on a trunk be­ 
cause it need not look a certain 
age. A dark paint is put on first 
— a brown color, rubbed into 
the wood. The next day white 
paint is brushed lightly over 
the brown. While it is drying 
the paint is rubbed with a 
cheese cloth so that it leaves a 
streaked 
effect 
with 
brown 
showing through. When it is 
dry, a blue or green or red 
paint is put on a cloth and rub­ 
bed lightly over the whole 
thing, and then quickly rubbed 
off. TTie effect should look old, 
but you should practice on a 
piece of wood first. This is a 
quick method that did achieve 
results for one person who had 
a knack. In any event, a trunk 
can be a fun place to ex­ 
periment. Not much harm is 
done if you make a mistake.

The wine of Alsace has been 
described as German wine with 
the sugar left out. But these 
dry, fresh, fruity offerings have 
more going for them than that. 
Unlike most French wines, 
those of Alsace are named ac­ 
cording to the type of grape 
from which they are vinted, 
rather than the property on 
which they are grown. 
The export of these sprightly 
wines has been limited to three 
types: Riesling, Sylvaner and 
Gewurztraminer. All are sold in 
green, fluted bottles like those 
used for German wines. 
Riesling, the oldest species in 
Alsace, probably comes the 
closest to being catalogued as a 
fine wine. It makes an ex­ 
cellent accompaniment to oy­ 
sters, fish and most other types 
of seafood. Dry and fruity, it is 
often described as elegant. 
Sylvaner is more modest. It 
is an attractive, light luncheon 
wine with a pale, green-gold 
color and a pleasant bouquet 
Sylvaner has been described as 
the maid-of-all-work of Alsatian 
wines. Nicely tart, it is often 
served as the first wine at an 
Alsatian dinner, as a sort of 
buildup for the main wine of 
the evening which is usually 
Riesling 
Gewurztraminer has been la­ 
beled the most individual white 
wine in France Made from a 
small grape with a musky fla­ 
vor, this wine is generally dry 
like its two sisters. It has a 
high alcoholic content for an 
Alsatian wine, sometunes ap­ 
proaching 14 per cent. It is an 
excellent 
accompaniment 
to 
such highly spiced dishes as 
curry. It is also good with meat 
and cheeses 
Hand in hand with Alsatian 
wine goes the cookery of tbi* 
ancient French provuice bor­ 
dering on the Rhine. It has 
been said that the cooking of 
Alsace shows what a French 
artist can do with German 
ideas Sauerkraut, for instance, 
becomes choucroute and takes 
on a gourmet quality

Q. Is yogurt a good food to eat 
for losing weight? 


A The food value of yogurt 
depends largely on its primary 
ingredients, which may be skim 
milk, whole or evaporated milk 
(or combinations of these), and 
also on the sugar and fruit that 
may be added to it Yogurt will 
always contain more calories 
than skim milk because of the 
extra fat and sugar it contains. 
A cup of yogurt made from 
partially 
skimmed milk has 
about 120 calories, while a cup of 
skim milk contains 88 calories 


Yogurt is a nutritious food 
since it is a milk product and 
tends to resemble whole milk in 
nutrient composition. If you find 
that a cup of yogurt forms the 
basis for a satisfying lunch it 
may indeed be useful in your 
reducing diet 
One should remember that 
yogurt is not a complete food, 
since it does not contain enough 
iron, vitamins A and C and B 
vitamins to provide a balanced 
meal in itself This is true even if 
fruit is added, although vitamin 
C content is thereby improved 
Whole 
grain 
or 
enriched 


breads and cereals as well as 
fruits and vegetables belong in 
weight control diets because 
they add im portant' vitamins 
and minerals to balance with 
milk or milk products. Lean 
meat 
(including 
fish 
and 
poultry) and legumes (beans, 
soybeans, 
peas) 
also 
are 
desireable 
for 
complete, 
balanced nutrtion since these 
foods add iron along with quality 
protein 
The important principle for 
weight control is that total 
caloric intake should not exceed 
energy used in daily activities A 
nutritious, balanced diet should 
be eaten, but the quantity of the 
food usually must be restricted 
Limiting food rich in 
energy 
such as fats of all kinds, cream, 
rich 
desserts 
and 
alcoholic 
beverages 
is 
also 
essential 
because 
a 
relatively 
small 
amount of such foods can add a 
lot of calories to diets 
Another 
thing 
that 
many 
people could do to lose weight is 
to exercise more and thereby 
increase energy expenditure A 
change in the daily routine to 
include more walking and less 
riding may be sufficient to 
accomplish 
this 
The added 
exercise is also likely to improve 
muscle tone, blood circulation 
and general health as well. 
Q A friend of mine drinks a 
couple tablespoons of vinegar 
after 
every 
meal to help 


“dissolve away” fat. Please 
comment. 
A. The only thing your friend 
is accomplishing by drinking 
vinegar is to add a few calories 
to each meal (about two calories 
per 
tablespoon of vinegar). 
Nothing you can eat or drink will 
cause body fat to “dissolve 
away” . Fat was deposited to 
serve as reserve energy and will 
not be used up unless energy 
consumed in food and drink is 
less than needed to support body 
needs, as stated above. 
Q I find it easier to stay on my 
diet if I eat a tablespoon of 
mayonnaise after my noon and 
evening meals, since I seem to 
become less hungry. 
A. The mayonnaise is high in 
fat and therefore has some 
satiety value This is because fat 
slows stomach emptying and 
hense contributes to a feeling of 
“fullness” . 
Research indicates that 
a 
certain 
am ount 
of fat 
in 
reducing diets is helpful in 
decreasing 
hunger 
and 
ex­ 
cessive fatigue. About 35 per­ 
cent of the total calories may be 
furnished in the form of fat 
although the diet mast still be 
balanced for protein, minerals 
and vitamins One must be sure 
to account for the high calorie

of
